Consideration of the references cited in Applicant's Information Disclosure 
Statement of July 27, 2009 is respectfully requested. 

In the Communication from the Office dated September 8, 2009, the Office 
constmes the two statements in the Information Disclosure Statement and the Information 
Disclosure Statement and Certification as being conflicting, but that is not the case. Although 
the language is different, both statements indicate that the references cited were not cited in a 
Foreign Office Action more than 3 months previous. In this case, the references were cited by 
the Japanese Patent Office and have been cited to the United States Patent and Trademark Office 
within three months. 

Furthermore, the "explanation" of Dr. Schuderer does not conflict with the 
statement in the Information Disclosure Statement regarding materiality. The latter indicates that 
citation is not to be construed as meaning that the references are material, while the statement 
by Dr. Schuderer (who is a European patent attomey, not a U.S. patent attomey) merely states 
that the references "may" be material, i.e. that they also "may not" be material.

(57) Claim 

A multilayer paper bag where a synthetic resin tubular film or a synthetic resin film is 
interposed between layers throughout an entire circumference, wherein 

oblique cut lines are made in a plurality of sections on the synthetic resin film surface. 

Brief Description of Drawings 

Fig. 1 is a partially-slashed front view showing one example of the multilayer bag 
relating to the present device; Fig. 2 is an enlarged transverse plan view in the A- A' line of 
Fig, 1; and Fig. 3 is an explanatory diagram for primary components [Translator's note- 
there is no description for Fig. 4], 

The symbol 1 represents an outermost layer base paper, 2 represents an iimermost layer 
base paper, 3 represents a synthetic resin tubular film, 4 represents a pulp opening, 5 and 5' 
represent stitching, 6, 6 and 6 represent an oblique notch line, and 7 represents a multilayer 
bag.
